News of the Week [Reclassification of 


Irrigation Land 


Many months ago the farmers of 
this district asked the Dominion 
Government to reclassify the irrig- 
able land in this district and now 
the Department of the Interior has 
written the farmers and enclosed an 
agreement for them to sign stating 
they will abide by the result of such 
reclassification, Below is a copy of 
the letter: 

According to records filed in this 
department by the Canadian Pacif- 
ic Railway Company, you have pur: 
chased from that company certain 
irrigable and non-irrigable land and 
have entered into an agreement 
with the company for the supply by 
it to you of water for the irrigation 
of the irrigable land so purchased. 

The company has informed this 
department of the completion of 
the works for the irrigation of the 
Western Section of its irrigation 
tract and has asked for the issue of 
a water license. The Minister of 
the Interior has decided that, be- 
fore the works as constructed can be 
accepted and before any water li- 
cense can properly be issued in the 
company’s favor, it will be necess- 
ary for the company’s classification 
of alleged irrigable land to be 
checked and, where necessary, Te- 
vised by departmental officials. The 
company will be required to file 
with the Commissioner of Irriga- 
tion euch additional plans and 
other data as may ‘be required by 
him in connection with the reclass- 
ificatiun. When such plans have 
been filed the Commissioner will 
have such examination made 
the ground as may be necessary to 
determine the accuracy of the plang 
and where necessary will have a re- 
aurvey made. The company’s 
classification will then be carefully 
checked, and if necessary, revised. 
The company has agreed to accept 
and abide by the result af such re- 
classification and to amend and ad 
just all ite sales-contracts and water 
agreements in accordance, Tam, 
therefore, to request you to state 
whether or nut you are willing to 
similarly accept the result of the 
reclassification to be made under 
the direction of the Minister of the 
Interior. There is no desire on the 
part of this department to interfere 
in any way with any rights which 
you may now possess under your 
existing contracts with the company 
and no effort will be made to in- 
duce you to sign any agreement a- 
gainst your own inclination, It is 
believed, however, that the signing 
of such an agreement will mater- 
ially facilitate the settlement of the 
existing difficulties between the 
company and lessees of water. 

The attached form of agreement 
is believed to correctly show the 
lands purchased by you from the 
said company and the essential facts 
in connection with your agreement 
to receive water from it for irriga- 
tion purposes, If you are prepared 
to accept of the reclassification of 
land to be made under the direction 
of the minister, I am to request 
you to sign and return to me at 
your very earlseat convenience the 
form of agreement attached hereto, 
retaining one copy thereof. Your 
signature should be properly wit- 
nessed and sealed. Kindly advise 
me of your decision in this matter 
at your verv earliest convenience.

BRITISH COLUMBIA TOWN WAS 
ONCE A BUSY CENTRE. 


Xt’s Palmy Days Date Back to the 
Time When Father Duncan Led 
the Indians From Savagery Into 
the Ways of Peace and Built 
Them a Church—Then Dissension 
Entered In and They Left, 


Less than a hundred years ago the 
hndians up around the Arctic Circle 
were killing each other for food. We 
have occasional glimpses of this cere- 


mony to-day on the films of the mov- 
ing picture machines, The weird, un- 
ainly dances, the more weird noises, 

@ war whoops and gaudy orna- 
ments. Then the sombre feasts 
@round a great crackling fire, says 
Margaret Bell in Toronto Globe, 

Into this scene of barbarism came 
@ young man of simple habits and 
kindly ‘disposition. Father Duncan 
they learned to call him. Father Dun- 
can had great faith in an all-pervad- 
ing Omnipotence, and went about 
showing that faith. He learned to 
speak their tongue, ke watched them 
at their bow and arrow practice, And 
goon they ceased to kill their fellows 
and roast them over the camp fires, 

Father Duncan was becoming es- 
tablished. He lived in a small log 
hut, and tilled a bit of land at the 
back of it. And the great, hulking 
fellows would come silently along, 
and watch the white-faced man 
working under. the Arctic skies, 

Small wonder that they learned to 
fook upon him as a sort of god. His 
principles were not warlike, he was 
Just in all his dealings, as the great 
god of all the Indians was supposed 
to be, 

And soon they began to forget any 
god but the one he represented. And 
they thrived, under the new dispensa- 
tion, their squaws gave them new In- 
dians, and their workings in leather 
found a market in the country to the 
south of them. 

They even worshipped in the hut 
of Father Duncan, who haa no creed 
but the creed of honesty and con- 
ecientious work. 

But he was not popular with the 
guthorities of the orthodox Church. 
They did not agree with his practical 
views on religion, Their religion had 
@ creed, a theory, which placed their 
Deity on high and regarded Him 
from afar. 

And so they banded together and 
@ecided that Father Duncan must 
leave. He was not of their faith, 
and he was influencing the Indians 
to believe in his faith. True, they 
had never succeeded in changing the 
faith of the Indians, but they were 
determined that no one else should. 

The good Father heard of the bick- 
erings and felt the spirit of unrest 
which swept over the people. So he 
moved away from his little hut and 
bit of land, away across the boundary 
into British Columbia, 

At Metlacatla he established what 
fs known to-day as The lioly City, 
It stands on the seashore, just across 
from, Prince Rupe ‘, the western ter- 
minus of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 

His followers went with him to the 
mew country and prepared to estab- 
fish for themselves a new home more 
comfortable than they had ever 
known. 

They built a pretty little church, 
built it with their own hard, brown 
hands. They cut down the fragrant 
eedar trees, trimmed them, and built 

‘their church from the native wood. 
The.é was a great celebration when 
ft was finished, and never was white 
man prouder of any achievement than 
¢hese uncouth red men of their first 
thurch, 

The Metlacatla Indians became 
known for their industry, and their 
painstaking earnestness in furthering 
their industries, And more: the tribes 
who used to live on each other be- 
‘eame the least warlike, 

But ill-luck seemed to shadow the 
find Father. The beautiful church, 
of which he was so proud, was burned 
@o the ground through jealousy, 

For there were constant bickerings 
@mongst the white-faced people, 
Bickerings as to the religion estab- 
lished by this stranger; bickerings 
about the industry he had establish- 
ed among the Indians, 

The good Father was blind and 
deaf to the bick.cings for awhile, 
He rebuilt his church and went quiet- 
@y about his work. At last, however, 
he became tired of the controversies 
‘of opinion. He longed for a quiet spot 
‘where he could live as he wished. So 
he decided to leave the Holy City he 
bad established. He went back to 
establish his religion and home in 
the Alaska which had driven him out 
‘before. Of the twelve hundred fol- 
flowers he had in Metlacatla, over 
eight hundred went with him. 

But they left many reminders, 
‘Wonderful carvings cut in great ce- 
dar trees. These are the family to- 
tems, They took large trees, any- 
‘where from ten to fifty feet high, and 
earved upon them grotesque birds, 
bears, fishes, and animals of all sorts, 
Bach carved figure represented some- 
¢thing—part of their faith in nature, 
ora tribute to their deity, The white 
fman cannot appreciate the totems of 
the Indians, 

The most remarkable one stands 
lon the seashore, where a neglected 
goad now leads up from the landing 
to the village of Metlacatla, This is 
made of granite. One might call ita 
monument. It represents a mother 
holding her child in her lap. Rising 
from the head of the figure like a 
Bigh hat, the monument extends 
@ome six feet, terminating in a square 
top, six or eight inches in diameter. 

At the bottom is inscribed some 
ptrange epitaph, no one knows what. 
‘But the Indians know the meaning of 
fit. They say that the monument was 
erected in memory of a white woman 
ane dwelt amongst them, and died 

their midst.

Ingenious Trainer Has Taught Them 
To Play For Movies. 

What do you say to a pantomime 
acted entirely by insects? Such a 
performance would be impossible, of 
| course, on an ordinary stage; but it 
is being done, and beautifully done, 
too, on the cinema screen. 

The actors an‘ actresses, principal 
“boy,”’ principal “girl,” and all, are 
just beetles—Prof. Lozshki's trained 
beetles—and the little creatures dis- 
play almost human intelligence. 

There is, for instance, a skating 
scene, in which they cut better fig- 
ures than the average man. Santa 
Claus, a huge stag beetle, is a quaint 
figure, who climbs down a big Christ- 
mas tree and raises smaller trees in 
the wilds, which he loads up with 
wonderful presents, 

The beetles all receive gifts, and 
there is no grumbling or trouble ex- 
cept when the pantomime demon at- 
tempts to steal a Christmas cra:ker 
which a little mamma beetle is en- 
dexvoring to carry home to her baby 
beetles. Then follows a terrific strug- 
gle, the bonbon explodes, and the two 
are blown to pieces, 

These performing beetles,it should 
be explained, are specially trained for 
cinema work by Prof. Lozshki, a Rus- 
sian, who has spent the greater part 
of his life in studying the insects. 

He claims that he has found them 
to possess not only great intelligence 
but considerable histrionic ability, 
| and, strange though the assertion 
may sound, few people will be inclined 
to contradict it, once they have seen 
one of his wonderful insect dramas 
performed upon the screen. 

In one of these, entitled, ‘‘A Drama 
of the Middle Ages,’’ whole armies 
of beetles, clothed in quaint old uni- 
forms and carrying various mediaeval 
weapons, march and counter-march 
in the most natural manner. They 
erect sealing ladders, storm a castle, 
and fight fiercely on the battlements 
for the mastery. On the screen the 
insects are magnified to the size of 
real soldiers, and the effect is startl- 
ing and almost uncanny. 

In yet another of the Lozshki pho- 
to plays dragon-flics and daddy-long- 
legs take part; but these, the profes- 
sor explains, are mere ‘‘supers.’’ He 
relies upon his beetles for all the 
principal parts, 

They are, however, not ordinary 
beetles. On the contrary, they have 
been trained from stock carefully 
chosen and cultivated. Lozshki start- 
ed as a ‘‘beetle fancier’’ away back 
in the year 1881, and the present 
generation of beetles that he is now 
experimenting with is the 465th in 
direct descent from the original par- 
ent stock. 

For the life of a beetle, it must be 
remembered, is short,

Donizetti in vain 
tried to call him back, shouting after 
him, “Not 123 trombones, but first, 
second and third trombones!"’ Sig- 
ismondi would not liste. and when 
last seen was still repeating, “A hun- 
dred and twenty-three trombones!"’

Prince Edward Islanders Have Gone 
In For Persian Lamb Fur. 

Canada’s fur-raising province— 
that is certainly Prince Edward Is- 
land—is now going in for Karakule 
stock, and this seems likely to prove 
& most lucrative phase of the indus- 
try. 

On a farm near Charlottetown, 
there is a herd of eleven pure-bred 
Karakule sheep which were brought 
over from the desert of Kokhara to 
this country some little time ago. 

These animals are used in their 
native country to produce Persian 
lainb, Astrachan, Krimmer, and 
Broadtail, or baby lamb fur. These 
different kinds of fur come from the 
offspring of the Karakule sheep, the 
very best Persian lamb fur being se- 
cured from the young animal as soon 
after birth as possible. 

More recently a shipment of 350 
Lincoln sheep were sent to Prince 
Edward Island. These will be used 
to cross with the thoroughbred kara- 
kule stock, and it is expected that 
pelts will be supplied to the London 
market shortly. 

Government tests in the United 
States, where the first herd of these 
foreign sheep were broyght in 1908 
by Dr. C. C. Young, the eminent Rus- 
sian experimentalist, with the co- 
operation of ex-President Theodore 
Roosevelt, show that Karakule sheep 
when crossed with English long-wool 
breeds, such as Lincolns, Cotswolds, 
or Highland Black Faces, will pro- 
duce skins valued at from $6 to $13 
each in wholesale lots of 160 to 200 
skins per lot. 

According to Mr, J. Walter Jones, 
B.S.A., of Charlottetown, whose re- 
port to the Conservation Commission 
on fur-farming in Canada has made 
him a recognized authority on breed- 
ing and raising of fur-bearing ani- 
mals in captivity, the prospects of the 
Persian lamb fur industry in his pro- 
vince are exceedingly bright. Dr. 
Young, who has been conducting his 
experiments since 1908 in Texas, with 
the only other herd of pure-bred 
Karakules which was brought to 
America from Bokhara, is interested 
in the new Prince Edward Island 
company, 


America has been paying out every | 


year for a considerable period, Mr. 
Jones points out, some $14,000,000 
for the fur pelts of the Persian lamb, 
which he claims by the way, is not a 
product of the Persian sheep. ‘Per- 
sian lamb” is merely a commercial 
term established by furriers, accord- 
ing to him, and that fur is really 
produced from the Karakule sheep 
which are found in greatest abund- 
ance on the Bokhara desert north of 
Persia, 

It is very evident that fur farmers 
in Canada are not deterred by the 
lower prices prevalent in the fur mar- 
ket just now, and look for a good 
business next s.ason, 


Eskimo Woman's Heroism. 


The heroism of an Eskimo woman 
who, while ill, assisted her husband 
to drag a sled bearing a sick man 
for six weeks is one of the tales re- 
lated by Rev. E. W. Greenshield, 
recently returned from mission work 
among the inhabitants of far north- 
ern Canada, 

The sick man was Prof. Hantsch, 
the German explorer, who finally 
succumbed to his hardships. Prof, 
Hantsch intended to chart the great 
inland lake in Baffin’s Land. During 
the expedition food ran short. One 
of the Eskimos returned alone on 
foot to a store, 10 days’ journey. 
His only nourishment outbound was 
one tin of condensed milk, though 
he carried back a heavy load of 
provisions, 

With only one Eskimo and his 
wife and a dog sledge, Prof. Hantsch 
pressed north another 300 miles, 
When his health failed the two 
Eskimos dragged him homeward on 
the sledge for six weeks, although 
the woman was seriously ill herself. 

They reached the main camp, 
where Prof. Hantsch died, the Eski- 
mos reading the Church of England 
service in their own tongue over his 
primitive grave and singing a hymn.

STORM SIGNALLING. 


Canada Owes Her Present System to 
the Militia Department. 


It is to the militia that Canada's 
storm signal system owes its origin, 
In 1860 the first use of the telegraph 
for storm signal work on the con- 
tinent was begun at Washington, but 
was abandoned through the stress of 
the civil war until 1870 when it was 
resumed under the supervision of the 
United States Militia Department, 
It was through the militia that the 
Dominion had its first observatory, 
which was a building of logs covered 
over with plaster, and was erected 
in Toronto in 1840 in the vicinity of 
what is now Queen’s Park, says 
R, F, Stupart in a recent lecture on 
the subject. 

In 1852 the militia turned over 
the Toronto Observatory to the 
Colonial Government and in 1855 a 
new building had been erected. It 
was in 1870, when the observatory 
work was under the late Professor 
Kingston, that the storm signal ser- 
vice was introduced in Canada, for 
which purpose the Government made 
@ grant of $5,000. This was follow- 
ed by the establishment of a few 
storm signal stations on the great! 
lakes, and an exchange of reports 


was made with the weather bureau | 


at Washington, which also had at 
that time a few storm signal stations 
throughout the United States. When 
Washington knew of a storm head- 
ing for the great lakes, word was 
sent from that city to Toronto and 
from Toronto to the storm signal 
stations. 

| The Dominion now possesses 110 
storm signal stations. Of these, 
three are on the British Columbia 
coast, 30 are on the great lakes, and 
the balance in the maritime prov- 
inces, 

Newfoundland receives its warn- 
ings of storms through the Canadian 
storm signal service which is in a 
most excellent position to know of 
storms heading for Newfoundland 
from the west. 

, The difficulties experienced in tell- 
ing the exact course which a storm 
will take is shown by the fact that 
of the 16,000 weather charts now in 
;the possession of the Toronto Ob- 
|servatory, not two can be found 
i which do not bear a marked differ- 
ence. In view of this it is remark- 
able how rarely the bureaus are 
wrong in their calculations, 


The Terrible Turk. 


Hon, W. J. Hanna, who as Provin- 
cial Secretary of Ontario, has insti- 
tuted an experiment in prison reform 
; which is attracting attention all over 
| the world, was recently describing 
some of the characters who have to be 
| handled by the officials at the Guelph 
Prison Farm, where the offenders la- 
bor day after day without even a 
guard to supervise them, and sleep 
at night in unlocked dormitories. 

“The very hardest class we en- 
counter,” he said, ‘‘are those fellows 
whose nature has made more or less 
irresponsible. I mean the men who 
have no definite trade, but who are 
apt to be found anywhere, doing any- 
thing.

TRIES TO REMEMBER, 


Old Toronto Doctor Rehearses the 
| Days of His Affiuence, 


Forty years ago old Doctor John 
—the rest of his name does not mat- 
ter—celebrated his fortieth birth- 
day, a leading citizen of Toronto, a 
doctor with an extended practice, the 
owner of drug shops, and a veteran 
of the 10th Royal Irish Regiment, 
with service in India, 

Recently the old doctor celebrated 
his eightieth birthday in Toronto 
jail, having been sent down for sixty 
days, homeless, penniless, and drunk, 

But he is no ordinary drunk. He 
drinks to remember and not to for- 
get. When he finds the memories 
of his prosperous days slipping away, 
| the little old man goes away by him- 
self and drinks to refresh the mem- 
ories that are his one interest in 
life. The whisky does more than 
refresh them, it brings them so close 
|that he lives them over again. He 
unearthed a plug hat and a faded, 
old-fashioned, bottle-green, cut-away 
| coat, takes a battered satchel in his 
|hand, and starts out on his profes- 
sional rounds, just as he was accus- 
tomed to do forty years ago. i 

Down to the lower ends of Jarvis, 
Sherbourne, and Simcoe streets goes 
the doctor, to where his fashionable 
clients once lived. He does not see 
that these districts have aged and 
grown shabby, like himself. Up he 
stumps to the faded doors, and in- 
stead of a neat housemaid ushering 
him in, and taking his hat, a lodging- 
house mistress blocks his way. To 
her, the dignified old ghost of 
memories is only a fuddled old 
drunk. She calls a policeman, The 
old doctor is taken to court, where 
Mr. Ellis kindly remands him to 
sober up—to come out of the past. 
But in a sort while the aged man 
goes again to the bosom of his 
memories, on whisky-light feet. 

Old Dr. John is a graduate of 
Trinity College, Dublin, and served 
as army surgeon and as soldier in 
several Indian campaigns with the 
10th Royal Irish regiment. In 1871 
[ne came to Toronto and set up prac- 
tice. He owned four chemist shops, 
one at the corner of Queen and Sher- 
bourne, one at the corner of Dundas 
and Foxley streets, and others at 
places forgotten by him in the ad- 
vance of days. He had an extended 
medical practice, but it grew away 
from him, and when, eighteen years 
ago, his wife died, the doctor began 
to subsist on memories, 

Seen in the cells, Dr. John said he 
knew of no relatives. 

“I once had property, but it got 
away from me,” he said, “I still 
have this—top hat and coat—to 
make my calls in.” He was still 
several years away. 


Comptroller of Household. 


Lord Spencer Compton, who has 
arrived in Canada to take over the 
duties of Comptroller of the House- 
hold of His Royal Highness the Gov- 
ernor-General, is the second son of 
the late Marquess of Northampton 
and brother of the present marquess. 
He belongs to one of the famous old 
families of England. Sir William 
Compton was present at the Battle of 
Spurs in 1518 and at the Field of the 
Cloth of Gold in 1520. He had es- 
tates in twenty counties in England 
and the favor of King Henry VIII. 
H's great grandson become first Earl 
of Northampton and Lord President 
of the Marches of Wales. The se- 
cond earl was one of the bravest of 
the cavaliers and fell at Hopton 
Heath in 1643, The second marquess 
became President of the Royal So- 
clety. The fourth marquess married 
the Hon. Mary Florence Baring, eld- 
est daughter of the second Lord Ash- 
burton. He was in the Diplomatic 
Service and was private secretary to 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, Earl

There Are Several Grades From King 
Sock-eye Down. 

While the sock-eye is the aristo- 
crat of the salmon tribe, he is by no 
means the only source of profit to the 

} Pacific Coast fishermen, 
The next variety in grade of value 
; 18 the Coho, a trim, silver-scaled fish, 
; averaging ten pounds, and running 

as high as 20, It has a red flesh, 
but is coarser grained and has larger 
bones than the Sock-eye. The Coho 
is a fall fish, running to the spawn- 
ing grounds a couple of weeks later 
than the Sock-eye. Their spawning 
Brounds are usually fresh water 
streams below an inland lake. | 

The Hump-back is a five-pound 
fish of similar’ bit to the Sock-eye, 
excepting that it spawns in very 
small streams close to the sea, It is 
very prolific, and in the seasons of 
their run the streams are frequently 
choked with fish struggling against 
each other and battling against rocks, 
cascades and barriers. Their flesh is 
light-colored and soft, and they spoil 
quickly on being taken from the wat- 
er, For this reason they have not 
been packed much as a food product, 
but in the past three years there has 
been an increasing demand for this 
cheaper class of fish, 

The Dog salmon is a coarse pink 
fish of uniform size, ten to twelve 
pounds, It is the lowest grade in 
market value and is taken principal- 
ly for salting. It runs to spawn 
about the same time as the Hump- 
back. 

The Steel-head salmon which is 
frequently caught in Sock-eye season, 
is really a salmon trout. They are 
nearly always put in cold storage and 
sold as fresh fish, being held as the 
best flavored of all the varieties for 
table use, 


More Crime In West. 


Crimes of violence are on the in- 
crease in the Northwest, says the an- 
nual report of the Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police, which was issued re- 
cently, Of 44 charges of murder, 12 
were the direct result of execessive 
drinking and drunken brawls, five 
for purposes of gain, three by insane 
persons, three infanticide, and the 
remainder were caused by jealousy, 
Ivst and revenge, 

There were entered by the police 
during the last fiscal year 15,449 
cases. This is 1,550 more than the 
year before, and there were 12,985 
convictions, There were 2,135 cases 
of vagrancy, which illustrates the 
floating nature of the population. 
Many were tramps, beating their way 
along the railroads, others were rail- 
road navvies, while others still have 
come in with the yearly migration of 
harvesters. 

On Sept. 30 last the strength of the 
police force was 55 officers, 708 non- 
commissioned officers and constables, 
and 572 horses. This is an increase 
of one officer and 108 non-commis- 
stoned officers and constables. There 
are 26 new detachments, three of 
which are on the route to the Che- 
sana Gold Fields in Alaska,

Heis found alone on his 
farm and can be talked to for a day, as he very often is 
and buys for the sake of getting rid of the seller, But if 
he gets rid of the seller he has still got the bargain on his 
hands and has to do the paying with the result that the 
money has often to be raised by shipping his grain when 
the prices are bad, or if his crop is poor, selling off a few 
head of stock which are worth much more to him than 
their face value, In the end he finds himself disastrously 
out of pocket by the machine deal.

WESTERN FREIGHT RATES 


An Attempt to Divide the Forces 
Fighting For Reduction 


Strong objection is made by Mr. 
J. E. Walsh, manager of the Trans- 
portation Department of the Can 
audian Manufacturers’ Association, to 
the alleged efforts of the Canadian 
Northern Railway to divide the forces 
of the Western farmers and the Can- 
adian manufacturers who are fighting 
for a readjustment of Western freight 
rates, 

The Manufacturers’ organization, 
through its Transportation Department, 
has been in the forefront of the battle 
for reduced freight rates for years, 
and there has been hardly any move 
in the Western freight rates investi 
gation, which has been going on for 
several years now, about which the 
manufacturers’ expert has not been 
consulted by those in charge of the 
cause for the Western shipper. The 
manufacturers were the first to en- 
gage a trained railway expert for in- 
dependent advice in transportation 
problems, and they gladly put his ser- 
Vices at the disposal of all shippers 
fighting for better rates and con-'* 
ditions, The manufacturers are,’ 
therefore, rather exercised against the 
C.N.R, for permitting the following 
circular to be posted by its agents in 
some of the outlying stations in the. 
prairie provinces: 

“To whom it may concern, H 

“It has come to the notice of the 
agents of the Canadian Northern Rall- 
way that certain manufacturers are 
bringing pressure to bear upon the 
Railway Commission to obtain many 
reductions in the present freight 
tariffs. The effect of the proposed 
reductions will not, it is sure, be af 
benefit to the farmers of this district 
in any way, as it will not be utilized 


to reduce -he cost to the consumer. 
The reductions, if they become effec- 
tive, will, however, prove a very 


serious detriment to the farmers of 
Saskatchewan, at the Canadian Nor- 
thern Railway, in common with the 
other railways operating in the pro 
vince, will be compelled to do much 
less construction work than is at 
present contemplated, as well as the 
ordering of new equipment to handle 
the present year’s grain crop, and 
farmers will find that branches which 
they expected to help them out in 
various parts of the province will not 
be constructed on account of the 
Canadian Northern being unable to 
finance the work,” 

Replying to this circular, which was 
first published in the Winnipeg Free, 
Press, Mr. Walsh states:— H 

“The attempt to draw off the fire! 
of the Western farmers by telling! 
them that the chief demand for a re! 
adjustment of freight rates origin: 
ated with the Eastern manufacturers: 
who wanted to increase their profits: 
in trading with the West is too ap: 
parent to be effective. The readjust-: 
ment of freight rates must come In 
the near future, and the railways 
would strengthen their position with! 
Government and people if they bowed 
to the inevitable instead of maintain- 
ing a costly warfare against the 
wishes of the country. We are quite 
a@ware of the sacrifices inade and the 
efforts put forth by the Canadian 
Northern Railway in transportation, 
We are also aware of the enormous 
grants of land and money which have 
been made to that railway company 
by the people and Government of 
Canada, The farmers of the West 
have paid their share in taxes and 
have aided the railway by patiently 
submitting to poor service in order 
that the company might save its 
money to build new lines. The manu- 
facturers have tolerated poor service 
and high charges for the same reason, 
The manufacturers want to see the 
great system of the Canadian Nor- 
thern develop and flourish.”

PANAMA PACIFIC EXPOSITION 


Hope is Revived in California That 
Great Britain May Participate 


San Francisco, Special Ccrrespond- 
ence.—Whatever the result of the ef- 
forts which are still being made to 
secure adequate representation for the 
government of Great Britain, at the 
Panama-Pacific internat'onal Exposi- 
tion, to be held in San Francisco in 
1915, it is certain that the Dominion 
of Canada will play a most creditable 
part in the celebration. 

The final plans for the Canadian pa- 
vilion, which is to be one of the hand- 
somest among the building. represen- 
tative of foreign nations and states, 
were accepted January 21, and the 
process of ..ctual construction will 
have begun before the publication of 
this article, under the supervision of 
Colonel William Hutchison, of Ottawa, 
the Canadian Exhibition Commission- 
er. 

Solonel Hutchison arrived in San 
Francisco Jauuary 14 to inaugurate 
the work upon the building, prepara- 
tory to the arrival of the Canadian ex- 
hibit, which is now on the way here. 
He was joined here by George Free- 
man, the London architect who is a 
designer of the building, and his staff. 

The pavilion, which will cost approx- 
imately $300,000 will be tho largest 
exposition building ever erected by 
the Canadian government. It will 
be 340 feet long, 240 feet wide and 60 
feet high. The whole sum expended

Stock Department, in reference to 
Canada’s part in What is to be the 
greatest live stock xhibit ever held 
at any exposition. View herds will 
be mrintained by various record asso- 
ciations, constituting a continuous live 
stock show, and affording every visi- 
tor an opportunity not only ‘o see live 
stock of different breeds, but to see 
animals that are certifle: by their 
record associations as being typical of 
the breed they represent. 

That neither the people of Californ- 
fa, the exposition officials nor those 
Englishmen who are conve.sant with 
the importance of the matter, have 
abandoned hope of having a represent- 
ative exhibit by the government of 
Great Britain at the exposition, was 
evidenced at a luncheon given by 
the President and Directors of the ex- 
position at the Palace Hotel, to Sir 
Robert Balfour, during his recent vis- 
{t. In comp ny with Lord Richard 
Farrar Herschel, Sir Robert had been 
conducted over the exposition grounds, 
shown the almost incredibls progress 
of construction of exhibit palaces, the 
electrical models showing the methods 
of illuminations, the sculpture stud- 
fos and the mammoth activities of the 
horticultural department in preparing 
trees, plants and flowers which are to 
grace the grounds, an” expressed 
himself as having received new con- 
firmation of his belfef in the tniport- 
ance and inevitable success of the ex- 
position. 

“T have not yet abandoned hope that 
Great Britain will participate in the 
exposition,” said Sir Robert. “I can 
assure you that the declination of the 
British government has not been due 
to unfriendly feeling, but wholly to 
a question whether British manufac- 
turers could be induced to send a truly 
representative exhibit. 

“Tam not hefe to accuse or excuse, 
but to give actual facts of the situa- 
tion. 

“Barly last year the British Board 
of Trade sent a representative here to 
look over the situation, On his return 
he reported prospects favorable for 
a successful exhibit on a large scale, 
and that on that score no chances 
would be taken in deciding to partici- 
pate. The Board of Trade canvassed 
to see who would send exhibits, From 
the results a fear arose that Great 
Britain might not be represented in a 
creditable manner unless the govern- 
ment came to aid with a large contri- 
bution. Money was scarce and taxes 
already high and the government could 
not see its way clear to accept the in- 
vitation to participate.” 

Sir Robert expressed himself as be- 
Meving that, now the people and in- 
terests of Great Britain have been im- 
pressed with the commercia. and soc- 
{al significance of the exhibit, a more 
favorable determination of the matter 
may be reached.

Keep .nae Window Opin 


This is the season when it is most 
necessary to preach the cult of the 
open window. 

Windows open themselves natural- 
ly ‘n the summer. We all sigh then 
for the cool breeze which the high- 
flung sash invites, But it is so easy 
in the winter to leave a window shut 
Yet this is 
precisely the season when the house 
air is most dangerous, 

A window down at the top is sel- 
dom a draught-creator, This is a sim- 
ple fact which many do not know, but 
a knowledge of which might lead 
hoste of timid people into lowering 
the window. Yet nothing draws off 
the stale air from a room like a win- 
dow raised at the bottom, And it ‘s 


{the raised window which floods you 


with cold air and drives you to quick- 
ly shut it up. 

Air seems to hove little difficulty 
in getting into a house if you will 
make room for it. There are chinks 
at the doors which will let 't in once 
a vacuum is created inside by letting 
the super-heated and foul air out at 
the top of a lowered window, 
upper openings in a house appear to 
be hermetically sealed when they are 
closed, while the lower openings fit 
loosely. This is why a lowered win- 
dow will draw plenty of fresh air into 
a room from elsewhere, 

One of the developments of modern 
dress seems to be to dress for a hot 
house winter atmosphere; and then to 
put on very heavy wraps to go ou’. 
The .ffect of this is, of ccurse, that 
our houses are over heated to keep 
us warm when we sit inactive, with 
our outside garments laid off. This is 
about as bad a thing as \.. could do 
for health. We breathe baked air all 
winter—we keep the windows shut to 
maintain a high degree of heat—we 
fear an outside current of alr when 
we are not clad for out-of-doors. It 
would be far better to follow the Eng- 
lish custom of dressing more heavily 
for the house and weighing ourselves 
down with fewer outer garments when 
we po out. 

At all events, keep the window open. 
It prevents tuberculosis—it alleviates | 
catarrh—it enriches the blood—it en- 
livens the spirits—it tones up the} 
health—and it puts one in better form 
to resist the attacks of disease. It 
is the cheapest health receipt open to 
universal use The window should 
be open more hours than the drug 
store.

Car Efficiency Best Promoted by 
Operation ‘ 

The Board of vvade News of Tor- 
onto recently printed an article on 
how best to prevent car shortage and 
among other things points out that 
car efficiency ca best be attained in 
the following manner, 
| 1. By the satisfactory handling of 
traffic with the least number of cars, 
which can bes: be accomplished. by 
the ordering of cars of suitable dimen- 
sions and loading same to their full 
capacity. 

As an illustration: Assuming a ton- 
nege of 3,000,00C tons is loaded and 
transported in 250,000 cars, or twelve 
tons per car. An increase in the load 
to 15 tons weuld result in the same 
{traffic being transported in 200,000 
cars, thereby freeing .0,000 cars for 
other service. A firm shipping 5 cars 
of 12 tons each dey for 300 working 
days, by increasing the average load 
per car to 16 tons, move the same vol- 
ume of traffic In 120 instead of 150 
cars. 


‘0° 


Handling the business in the 
smallest number of car days. The 
railways should transport the freight 
quickly, supplemented by prompt load- 
ing and unloading of cars by their pat- 
jrons. The full free time permitted by 
the Car Service Rules should not be 
taken advantage of unless actually ne- 
cessary. 

8. Shippers urd consignees should 
ascertain whethe’ their facilities are 
amply sufficient to ensure the prompt 
handling of their freight, and the ord- 
ering of cars for loading and unload- 
ing should be so arranged as to lose 
no time in handling when placed.

The cost of transporting grain ‘to a 
distant and highly competitive mark- 
et has also inereased while the 
world’s price. of wheat has remala- 
ed stationary or nearly’’s0.*** 

Thus the grain raisers encountered 
fin increasing cost. of production on 
the one hand ana:s decreasing price 
for his product on the other hard. 
These two prices fave now come too 
close together. 

2. Weeds have become much more 
prevalent in grain growing areas and 
some of these weeds cannot be con- 
trolled under a system of grain Tais- 
ing and summ>r fallows. “ 

3. Summer labor and harvest la- 
bor has not o ly become more ex- 
pensive but much less productive, a 
harvest laborer to day doe less for 
$2.50 per day than wab done .ten or 
twelve years ago for $1.24.
